formed that tha eo'nrtc bare daeld- 
eJ againit auch exclnalve oontracti. 
After dinner Prof. Banbooa, anpor- 
iotandant of the MadlaoBTtlla aobool 
waa inrited Into tbe meeting and 
tbe queation waa folly diaouaaod 
with bim.

IN PITTSBURG OCTOBER 26 AND 27 

Washington, D. C-, Aagnat 14.— 
Thirty thoaaaqd minara are expec- 
ted to attend the great National 

Mine Safety Demonstration to be 
held in Pittebnrg. Pa., October 26 
andST ander tbe anepioes of tbeFed- 
eral Bureau of Mines, the American 
Red Cross, the Pittsburg Coal Op- 
erators* Aaaoetalfbn and the United 
Mine Workers of America. 

The date, which was originally 
set for September 16, has been 
changed so that President Taft maj' 
be present on the second day Octo- 
ber 27, to witness a mimic mine ex- 
plosion in a temporary ateel gallery 
on Forbes field, an exhibition of 
rescue work by belmeted minora 
following an explosion, and to re- 
view the parade of miner*. 

The President will make an ad- 
dreaa and will preaent souvenir 
prises to tbe minora taking part in 
the firt-aid-to-the-io]ured and rescue 
work exhibition. Walter L. Fiaher 
aaeratary of tbo Interior Depart, 
ment. Governor Tauer, of Pennsyl- 
vania and Dr. Joaeph A. Homes, the 
dirootor of the BnraiMi ot Mlnaa will 
be present. Tbe veneral arrange- 
ments for the demonetration are In 
charge of U. M. Wilson, engineer-iu 
-charge of the Bureau of Mines. 

The demonstration, tbe purpose of 
which IS to teach greater safety tn 
mining, will begin tbe morning of 
October 86, at the Experiment Sta- 
tion of the Bureau of Mines. Fortieth 
and Butler Street. Tbe first day 
will be datotod to tha intereate of 
the mine operators, mine owners, 
mining engineer* and auparinten- 
danta'of mlnaa. There will be an 
explosion of coal dust in the experi- 
ment galiary and test of n ine safe- 
ty larapa In gas. The danger of| 
electric aparks in gaa and coal dust 
will also be shown in one Of tbe 
galleries.* 

A class of miners will be trained 
In the use of the oxygen helmet 
whioh permits breathing in poison- 
ous gases for a period of two boars. 
The Oxygen bclmat has proved a 
valuable aid In entering mines fill- 
ed with fire damp following an ex- 
plosion.* 

The demonstration will be along 
the same line so successfully used 
in tbe Arnold Mines, of the St. Ber- 
nard Mining Co. at this place, this 
Spring. The Mine Rescue Car was 
in charge of Government Expert, 
B.T. Williams from the Sub-Sta- 
tion, at EVanavllla, Ifid.

A movement waa undertaken bj 
the County Board of lBlao»tlon oft 
Ra meeting yesterday having as Ita 
pnrpoae^be extension to a full six 
months, term a nnml>er of "common 
schools 'in Hopkins county that havo 
in the past been taught for shorter 
terms because the per capita in those 
districts was not eufficientto pay a 
teacher longer. The result of a res- 
olution offered by Paul M. Moore 
and amended at suggestion of Mr. 
Harland, a oommittee was named 
consisting of Supt. Fox. B. L. Frank- 
lin and J. L. O'Bryau to investigate 
tbe financial condition of tha Board 
and to see if it is expedient and 
possible to put into effect tbia year 
the provlaiona naked for by tbo 
original resolution. Tbe resolution 
offered by Mr. Moore follows:

hereto, 'actually kept by a 
qualified teacher for aix. 
montha In all anbdiatricta dar- 
ing the same school year, and 
at whiab every ohild la tbo 
in this diatriot between tha 
ages of six and twenij' years, 
has bad the privilege of at- 
tending, whether eontdlNltlng 
towards defraying the azpon- 
aaa or not." Aud, 
Whereas; It la olaarly agalaat 
the law for any "common acbool" 
to be taught for leaa period than six 
months, or under olrcumrtanoea 
that render ImpoMlUa.^ the attend- 
ance of pupils entitM to the pcivi- 
liges of such schools; Therefore, 

Resolved; That, beginning with 
the present school year, arraagO" 
meuts shall be made to extend all 
such short-term schools In HopkisM 
county ao that eaeh of those aohoola 
shall be taught for the full legal 
term of aix montha, the snppia- 
menting of taaahaia salaries and 
any other necessary expense to be 
defrayed by this Board out of tbe 
connty sobool levy. 

Resolved ; That to facilitate tha 
purpoees'of this resolution, a eeiC'- 
n<lttaa of three shall now be named, 
to coneiet of tbe Chairman of this 
Board and two members thereof to 
be named -by him, and that thta 
oommittee ia given fall power to 
arrange witli teachera and to do aay 
other thing necessary to carry oat 
this resolution; and that all necea- 
sary expanaea of thia oomniittaa 
shall be met by this Board." 

Mr. Uarlaud's ameudent modified 
the dntiea of the oomolittoe aa atai- 
ed above. Mr. Moore made argn- 
uient lu aupport of bis resolutloa 
ai^ prodnoed ooart deeieions and 
opinions by the State Superinten- 
dent ot Public Initructlon and bj 
tbe Attorney-General. He argued 
that while the Board waa expend- 
ing the tax levy for many new 
school booaea and almoat whoUj 
upon material tbinga, it ahould not 
neglect or ref nae to provide for every 
child the full legal tlx UOBtba ot 
common aobool. 

There are aix or aeven white 
schools in the county that have 
been getting short terms, some -of 
them two montha, and aboat aa- 
many eolored achcya.

San Francisco, Aug. 14 —Tbe 67th 
session of the Intaroailoifai Typo- 
graphical Union was opened here 
today with an address by Mayor P. 
B. McCarthy and remark* from rep- 
reaeuatives of tha daily press, the 
commercial printing branch of tbe 
industry and trotti lapreaaatatives 
of tbe local typcgraphleal onion. 
Responaa waa made by Prasldent 
Lynch, of the lataftiatlonal Typo- 
graphical Union. 

Whtia tba anion was organiiad in 
1852, this Is the fifty-seventh con- 
vention that has been held by tbe 
IntcriMMkHial Trpograpblaal UbmS; 
It is not the flfty-f>eventb annual 
gathering. In 11^4 the orgaaiiation 
aioptad tba biennial idea aud no 
oo iventlon waa held in 1896 or in 
Wi)!; a return to annual conventions 
b)gan with 1898, auti they have baan 
b)ld yearly since that time. 

The reports of officers snbmitted 
to the couvctition today shows that 
tor tbe fiscal year ending May 81, 
1910, tha mambersblp of tbe Inter- 
national TjpoKraphlcal Union aarr- 
ed $46,608,»44, or au average of«SM 
per Biamber. For the fliwal yor 
ending May 81, 1911' the membership 
earned the total of 440,770,668. or an 
average par nambar of HIS s. 

The average membership for the 
fiscal year ending with May, 1911, 
was 61,006, while the averaga man- 
bershlp for tha prior fiscal year was 
47,S48. 

These flgorei repreaan^ an In- 
crease in earnings of more than $4,- 
000,000. and an increase la average 
membership of 8,247. 

It waa stated in the reports that 
at this time tba avsrage paying 
membership was more than 88,000. 

Tba coovention la qaite largely at- 
tattdad, and^trUl ba la laaaion 
tbroQgboat tba weak.
